the present year; but they are infinite- 
ly worse v»hen we reflect that the 
Qovernmental mistakes have led up, 
step by step, to the present deplora- 
ble state of our relations with Canada. 
That we are deeply involved it does 
not require a report of the Public Ac- 
counts Committee to tell us. That we 
are not likely to be plunged deeper 
into tho tinaucial mtelstrom ia due to 
tbo patriotic and successful opposition 
tho Government met in the House. 
As we remarked yesterday , we have no 
ouiltation to express— no pean of joy 
to utter over the downfall of the Min- 
istry. Yet we cannot help expressing 
a feeling of quiet satisfaction that 
matters have turned out just as they 
have, for the danger of further com- 
plications in tbo direction of Ottawa 
has passed away— we hope and believe 
forever. We should like to draw the 
veil of oblivion over the mistakes of 
Mr. Walkem and bis colleagues and 
forgot, even, that these men over held 
office. But that is impossible. So 
loag as the unhappy results of their 
policy staro the country in tbe face- 
like Banquo's ghost at tbe feast- -tbe 
men themselves must bo ever present 
in the public mind. Wo do 
not envy tbe gentlemen who 
may bo called into tho next Cabiuet the 
difficult task of making tbo crooked 
straight and tho rough smooth. J'hey 
will have a Ilercnlcun task set for tboni, 
and they are entitled to tho sympatuy 
and consideration of tho whole country. 
It is but natural they bbould claim 
that. It is bat right that they should 
have it. Galled to official life at a time 
when the Provinoe has been brought to 
the verge of ruin by the mistakes of their 
predecessors, they will find an empty ex- 
chequer and, what i • far worse, an ex- 
hausted credit. Tho policy they may 
adopt to extricate tho Province from its 
difflcultics aud releaao it from tho grasp 
of tho Ottawa Govcriuneiit we cannot 
now venture to guess; but we believe thftt 
with proper representations inailo in tlie 
proper quarter and in a proper spirit, it 
will be quite posBiblo to have tho embar- 
go raised from our Rnbsidica and the ecr- 
lu commencement of railway construction on 
the Island secured. When wo nso tho 
words "i)roj)er Pijirit" we would not liavo 
the new Government cringing and criuvl- 
ing for favors and '■thankiug"the Domin- 
ion Government for their prompt atten- 
tion to an offur to pawn the revenues; nei- 
ther should we like to see them assume 
a belligerent attitude towards Ottawa. 
But wo do want to see them courteous in 
tono, yet firm in bearing in tlieir intyr- 
oourso witli the Dominion Governmunt, 
08 becomes a Provinco when dealing with 
whot wo may perhaps term tho parent 
State. We uie strongly of opinion that 
with the removal of the Walkem Govern- 
meat — who seem to have comaitted tho 
grave indiscretion of linking ihoir desti 
niea with the fallen forlum .s n! hiir Jolm 
MacdoDald and tho Oaniuli.m Tones— tlu! 
greot 8lumblinf,'-l)l()ck ia llio roud to a 
proper understiuidin^; with thn Mackou- 
zie Government will bo found to have 
disappeared. The propositions contain- 
ed in the "Minnie in Council" cannot be 
ncoeptod. Any Government that might 
accept them would niA ftiud one moment 
longer than was required to write out 
their resignations; but inadequate na 
thoso propositions uro to the sacriliao th."!

isin. 15ut 1 fail to see that religion is 
an eloiiiiiiit of reading, writing, arith- 
metic, or any other portion of socular 
education. If it be, the pious wish of 
these gentlemen is already accomplish- 
ed, and tliov may rest and bo thank- 
ful.
